On the other hand, the 
effects in’ the treatment — of 
asthma were not as food, OF 54 
patients, about one-third were 
relieved to a great extent, and 
two - Afths were medcrately 
benefitted. In the remainder, 
there was noticeable improye- 
ment. 


Reaction May Occur 


With this preparation, as with 
others of this type, certain reac- 
tions may occur, the most com- 
mon of which is drowsin This 
rymptom developed in about one 
out of six of those treated, How- 

of the total number of 

vho reported reactions, the 
majority were suffering, from 
asthma and, therefore, had re- 
celved comparatively larp: doses. 
Reactions In olher patients were 
for the most part quite moder- 
ate. With the moderate dosage 
required In treating wlergic con- 
ditions other than asthma, reac- 
tlons occurred jin less than one 
out of ten cases. 


It would pppear that further 
studics of this newer anti-hls- 
tamince preparation are Indicat- 
ed. From those already reported, 
there is renson to hope that this 
new drug will have great value 
in the treatment of 
patients suffering from allergy, 
Particularly those with hay-fever 
and hives.

Prague, Mar. 21.—The 

two main defendants at 
the spy trin} of 10 men and 
four women at Hodonin, 
Moraviu, have pleaded guilty 
to working for the American 
and French espionage ser- 
vices, the official Czech 
news agency snid on Tues- 
day.  * 
It sald that Jaroslav Vetejsia 
a Czech army deserter, pleaded 
guilty to “all points of ‘the in- 
dictment . and to some more 
criminal actions in additlon.” 

Antoni Buseck was said to 
have pleaded guilty to shooting 
in the back a security police 
oMcer who “interfered with 
the group's activitles.” 

One of the defendants ts o 
Catholic priest, Jaromir Parizek, 
who was accused ef belng the 
“intellectual instlzater"’ of the 
plot. . 

The agency suid that Vetejska 
told the American counter- 
Intelligence corps “everything he 
knew about Czechoslovatcia‘s 
military, industrinl, and other 
secrets’ after he deserted and 
fied to Vienna.—United Press,

Washington, Mar. 21.— 
The United States is ignor- 
ing Russin’s demand for the 
trial of Emperor Hrohito as 


a war criminal. 
The Soviet Ambassador, Mr 
Alexander S. Panyushkin, per- 
conally called _on the Secretary 
of State, Mr Dean Achesoa, on 
Februnry 1 to force prosecution 
of the Japanese Empcror, Mr 
Penvushkin presented a 22-puge 
note attempting to inditt Hirohito 
and a number of Japanese army 
officers, | * ots

United States has not even 
answered, _An authoritative 
source said” the United States 
probably will never reply. 
United States offictals, it waa 
explained, believe the Sovict 
move was intended for propa 
fonda, and not evca the Rus- 
sfang expected much else to re-

hito and Japanese army officers 
of using germ warfare ngainst 
Soviet and Chinese _ troops Sn 
Manchurla during World War 
1%. They ‘were accused of 
spreading cholera and bubonic 
plastuc. 

American oMficials sald Rus 
sla was welshing on a long- 
standing ogreensent to end such 
war crimes trials in Japan. All 
the countries that fought Japan 
agreed on February 24, 10949, 
that no more major war crimes 
trinls would begin. : 

These officinis said only the 
Far Enstern Commission, com- 
posed of states that fought 
Japan, could rescind, the ogrece 
meni—and Russia is boycutting 
the Commisslon.
